the acre with fertilizer, and 2% bush- 
els if no fertilizer is used, On stubble 
not more than 2? bushels to the acre. 
For barley on summerfallow.1. to % 
bushels to the acre with fertilizer, or 
2 to 8 bushels to the acre if no fertil- 
izer is used, On stubble, for barley, 
not more than 1% bushels to the acre 
The lower rates, it is recommend- 
ed, should be used when the moisture 
supply is low and on light soils; heav-
